The German Professor, 

When the typical French student be- 
comes professor, his whole duty is dis- 
charged when he accurately expounds 
the matter of his programmo, polished 
elegance and lucidity of style being, of 
course, expected, and these, todo him 
justice, are seldom wanting ; this, how- 
ever, is intrinsically nothing more than 
was expected of him as a student, or even 
schoolboy, and a schoolboy of a larger 
growth he does practically remain ; the 

jerman system, however, has accustom- 
ed the student to the standpoint of the 
professor, whose ledture makes no at- 
tempt at these French qualities of orys- 
talline cutand polish, butis a flowing 
stream, at brightest rippled with fresh 
thought, at dullest uta with undis- 
solved but fertilizing matter it has been 
gathering on its way. 

Instead, then, of the professor being 
arrested in his individual development, 
as is inevitable with all educational in- 
stitutions of the Napoleonic type, be 
they universities or schools, the German 
student is accelerated in the develop- 
ment of euch originality as he may pos- 
sess. Even if he possesses no natural 
originality, ho may be trained to aid in 
carrying out the investigation of his 
master, and so becomes an inquirer, an 
investigator from the beginning. 

Thus has risen not only a diversity of 
intellectual experionce and character 
impossible to any but the most excep 
tionally original and fortunate men edu- 
cated in other countries, but also a far 
greater proportion of graduates capable 
of immediate employment in ull the spe 
cial tasks of mpaarA life, from book. 
making to chemical manufactures, 

The Euglishman or Scot, again, al- 
though quite as often po ing native 
originality as the German, and, of 
course, far less systematically spoiled 
than tho unlucky lyceen, is untrained, 
and too often positively ignorant, and 
constantly wastes or mis Ae his labor 
even wherd triumphantly productive, 
He remains alwa (as the German re- 
cognizes at a glance) more or less of an 
amateur, Our greatest scientific 
pames, in fact, are instances of this— 
Witness Darwin, Lyell, and Murchison, 
or take any other line of al study, 
such as economics,—The rthnightly 
Review.

The Government fully recognizes that it 
has a mandate from the people of Mani- 
|toba to stand by the Public schools sys- 
| tem, and there is no more intention of 
departing from that mandate than there 
is of handing over the government of the 
Province to the Roman Catholics, Mani- 
toba counts upon the hearty support of 
Ontario in the struggle, as Ontario must 
recoguixe that if the clergy of Quebec aro 
allowed to force Separate schools on 
Manitoba that a blow will be struck 
at equal rights in Canada from which 
the country will never recover. It is felt 
by our Government that the right-think- 
ing people of Canada will never permit the 
French poople of Quebec to have their 
way in this case and trample provincial 
righte under thoir feet.

The Toronto Globo of the Ist inst. hus

The utilization of vacant lots in Detroit 
last year for the growing of potatoes and 
other food stuffs, and tho enthusiastic ad- 
vocacy of the project by Mayor Pingreo of 
that city as a means of assisting poor Reo: 
ple to grow their own vogetables, and to 
acquire a tasto for tho cultivation of land, 
has induced several well-known citizens to 
launch a similar project in Toronto, At 
the request of Mr. J. R, Code, who has 
kindly offered to give a portion of his time 
to the organization of the work, the Parks 
and Gardens committee has called for offers 
of vacant land that the owners would be 
Willing to have used free of charge for the 
cniltivation of potatoes by the unemployed 

_ and poor people generally, In the current 
issue of The Week, Prof. Clark discusses 
the proposal, and sums up its adyantages 
thus:—*In the first place, if carried out, it 
would lighten the very heavy burden of 
taxation borne by those who own vacant 
Spaces of land. In the second place, it 
would utilize those spaces which are now 

~ lying uncultivated and unproductive, But 
above all, it would provide work and food 
for lange numbers of needy persons, and so 
lighten the responsibilities of the charitably 
disposed and beneficent.” The mode of 
operations in Detroit is described as fol- 
lows: 

“Some three thonsand applications were 
made, a considerable proportion being from 
persons who had never been assisted by 
charity, but who were out of work and de- 
serving. Owing to the want of funds, the 
committee could provide for only about one- 
third of the applicants,—o clear proof that 
there existed a wide need for thls kind of 
provision. Not only city land was used, but 

iso a good deal beionging Lo private persons. 

pout 430 ncres w weoupted. The land 
was ploughed, barrowed, and staked off by 
the committee into parcels of one-quarter to 
one-halfacre each, and a portion thus enclos- 
ed was assigned to cach applicant upon a 
piece of land near hix home, as far as was 
practicable. Seed potatoes, beans and other 
seeds, were farnished by the committee to 
such as were unable to provide them. The 
arpuna was planted under the direction of 
he committee's foreman. Some persons 
dug the lots assigned to them with a spade, 
and furnished their own seeds and plants.” 

That the project is entirely in the inter- 
est of the persons who could secure freo 
grant land for the cultivation of vegetables 
18 true, There are 1,500 acres of 
potato land lying idle within the city limits 
and not likely to be used for building pur- 
poses for many years. The average crop 
of potatoes in the Lake Ontario district tor 
the last ten years has been 113. bushols 
per acre, At 40 cents por bushel this 
monoy value would be § ‘0 per acre 
yearly, or a total of $63,250 for tho sea- 
son's crop. Any project that will upply 
Vegetables to that value at the cost of a 
little extra labor is good, provided the 
city has not to spend too much in securing 
the land. ‘

Itincludes attention to 
the quality and quantity of food, proper 
attention to hght and air, and the avo.d- 
ance of all unsanitary influences of every 
churacter, Habits of outdoor exercise 
should be formed at an early ag: 

Isolation from the community at large 
of persons suifering from diseass is one 
of the methods most universally ex 
ployed, as it is also one of the most use- 
ful. In private households this is 
usually done by setting apart the sick 
in that part of the dwelling which ad- 
mits of the least communication with 
the other parts, while every means for 
the conveyance of the infections ma- 
terials from the sick-room is carefully 
guarded against, 

Disinfection, if properly carried out, 
is au extremely useful means of prevent. 
ing the spread of contugious diseases, 
Fumigation by sulphur is entirely in- 
efficient, Tho walls, ceilings, floors, 
furniture of the rooms treated must be 
subjected to the actual contact of the 
carbolic solution or to: whatever suitable 
disinfecting agent may be employed,

Despite the sensational cablegrams that 
hayo been sent across the Atlantic with 
reference to the report of Mr. S. Barker 
on his inquiry into the management of the 
Grand Trunk Railway, says the London 
Advertiser, a study of the report by inde- 
pendent financial experts and by the most 
trustworthy railway journals in Great Brit- 
ain, brings out the well-founded assertion 
that it vindicates the Canadian officials of 
the road. Herapath's Railway Journal, 
for example, says of Mr. Barker's report, 
that it must have proved a great disap- 
pointment to those who hoped to make 
capital out of it. The only thing it prov 
the Journal goes cn, is that the inquiry 
‘was unnecessary, a sheer waste of time and 
money; there isno skeleton in the cup- 
board ; thore is nv Reimhardt to be pillor- 
ied ; the accounts have not in the slightest 
degree been cooked ; there is no hidden 
deficiency in the balance sheet ; tho state- 
ments presented each year to the proprie- 
tors have shown all the material facts per- 
taining to the business. After reviewing 
the details of Mr, Barker's report, Hero- 
path concludes: ‘‘The company already has 
a general manager who has most ably car- 
ried on its business during a period of nn- 
exampled depression and difficulty. The 
idea of moving the board to Montreal is 
preposterous. The proprietors may well 
ask themselves what is the profit of all this 
‘much cry and little wool,’ why all this talk 
about ‘leakages’ and falsified accounts, on 
pure assumptions proved to be base- 
lessi The- expense and distraction to 
the board and the officials are serious 
factors not to be overlooked. It has 
always been so with Grand Trunk Commit- 
toes. They are good for speculators and 
bad for proprietors,” The Railway Times, 
another recognized authority, says it is not 
surprising the publication of Mr, Barker's 
report should have checked the downward 
moyoment and initiated a slight recovery 
in quotations. The Times concludes its 
article by saying: ‘It is idle to suggest 
that the Grand Trunk would do better 
with an abler general manager or with the 
direction exclusively in Canadian hands. 
Amore able man than Mr. Seargeant it 
would be difficult, indeed, to find, though 
ho has had tho worst of ill-luck in the 
financial and commercial depression which 
has been synchronous with his term of 
office."" The London Railway News says 
of Mr, Baker's report that it does not con- 








tain a single fact or statoment which justi 
fies the charges that are so persistently 
put forward by those who have taken a 
Part in the hostile movements against the 
directors of the company. The system of 
accounts adopted by the Grand ‘Trunk 
with respect to its subsidiary or acquired 
lines is identical with those in use by Kng- 
lish companies. The report of Mr. 
Barker, the News concludes, may be taken 
as finally and effectually disposing of the 
charge of disingenuousness brought against 
the directors and officials of the Grand 
Trunk The proprietors have 
been ‘put to nnnecessary annoyance and 
disquiet, and; but for the fall which has 
been engincered by a clique of speculators

Rowell was, on motion of Mr, Bond, ap- 
pointed president of the conference, and 
Johu L. Payne, the Premier's private 
eecretary, was made secretary. The 
hours for holding the meetings were 
then arranged, It was decided to meet 
from 10 am. to 12.80 p.m,, and from 
8 to 6 p.m, A statement of the affairs 
of the colony was then asked for, par- 
ticularly as regards tho finaucial obli- 
gations of Newfoundland. This will be 
presented at a meeting to be held to- 
morrow forenoon, 

It was thought that an agreement 
would be reached to take tho resolutions 
passed by the Dominion Parliament, June 
10, 1869, embodying an agreement be- 
tween Newfoundland delegates and Can- 
ada and afterwards defeated in New- 
foundland as the basia of discussion, but 
after some conversation it was decided 
to consider a memorandum submitted to 
the Dominion Government by Sir James 
Winter, present Chiof Justice of Now- 
foundland, when here in 1886.

Dominion Parliament, Besides the allow- 
ance of 80 cents per head of population 
to which each province is entitled, there 
are special subsidies to be considered, 
ag well as the calculation of the amount 
of the debt for which Newfoundland will 
in comparison with the existing pro - 
vinces be entitled to be allowed.

with regard to gambling. 

With regard to the section prohibiting 
horse racing during the days for hold- 
ing any district or township exhibition 
within five miles of the exhibition, Mr. 
Awrey said trinls of speed toak place 
at agricultural shows, and he contended 
that if these were prohibited it would 
break up three-fourths of the shows in 
the province, Mr. Haycock vehemently 
declared that if agricultural shows de- 
pended on horse racing the sooner they 
Were destroyed the better for the com- 
munity. (Cries of “Ob, oh!") 

The clause was amended by excluding 
from the prohibition trials of speed, 
under the direction and coutrol of officers 
of the association. 

Progress was reported before the whole 
of the clauses had been considered, 

Hon. Mr, Hardy’s bill respecting the 
election lawe was considered in Com- 
mittee of the Whole.

There has been no end of trouble in 
Capt. Westervelt’s domain in lower Har- 
lem because of a band of predatory goats 
which each night descended from the few 
rocky ledges still left in upper Madison 
and bth Avenue and tipped over all the 
ash barrels they could find as the easiest 
way to get atthe contents.

Practice with that 
made me ready for the next step, which 
was putting on the pedals, and getting a 
start with one foot on a pedal and the other 
pushing on the ground. Then I did the 
same with the other foot, and thus back 
and forth, until I dared to try both feet, 
and ride as far as my contrary wheel would 
allow, without running against the curb- 
stone. But my low saddle saved me from 
4 fall, because my feet could easily reach 
the ground. 

~The hardest part was done. I learn- 
ed to mount from behind on slightly down- 
grade, and to dismount from tho side, by 
standing up on one foot on a rising pedal, 
swinging the other foot around behind and 
stepping off. 

“The moral of this is: In learning to rido 
on the bicycle, only practice at first on once 
thing atatime. Balancing is the most dif- 
ficult and the most important. Tackle that 
and learn to do it so well that you are not 
bothered when you start on the noxt, and 
so keep on till you are master of the wheel, 
and not the wheel master of you, as is apt 
to be the case on the first trial.

Miners have always called it 
Babel Mountain, andit is a most appro- 
priate namo, Itisof a soft sandstone 
and pumice formation, and the work of 
making the road was not a difficult task, 
The road commences in a canon of tho 
foothills and rises at an easy grade, cork- 
sorew fashion, going around the moun- 
tain fourteon times before the summit is 
reached. Tho road is about fifty yards 
square when it starts at the base and 
gradually gets smallor until it is only 
ten feet wide at tho top, In many 
places the road has been w ushed out by

Why No Mention of the Expedition? 

London, April 6,—The Standard saya:

Tho position of Great Britain as a naval 
Power in the Mediterranean has of late, 
3 Yemarks*a contemporary, received con- 
 Biderable discussion adverse to the main- 
tenance of territorial control, Mr. W. 
Laird Clowes, an authority of repute on 
naval matters, is of opinion that on the 
‘outbreak of the war which seems inevit- 
able, England should let go her hold on 
Egypt, Cyprus and Malta, and restrict her 
forces to the entrances of the Mediter- 
ranean and the Red Sea, while proceeding 
to recupy Tangier and the Island of 
Perim. In the event of hostilities, he 
contends that the Suez Canal asa road to 
India would be full of peril and that the 
only safe route is by the Cape of Good 
Hope. Asto Cyprus, the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer lately stated in the House 
of Commons that the acquisition of that 
Island wasa mistake, that ‘the specula- 
_ tion had been a most unhappy one, for it 
had cost the British taxpayers £500,000, 
while no tangible benefits had accrued from 
it.” Atthe time,however, the acquisition 
of Cyprus was regarded as a master-stroke 
of policy, as a means of strengthening 
the Empire against the 
inroads of Russia, and 
of a piece with that other mas- 
ter stroke of Earl Beaconfield's of bringing 
the Gourkha regiments to the British Med- 
iterranean garrisons. At that crisis, with 
Russia and Turkey engaged in a life and 
death struggle, the aspect of affains was re- 
garded as favoring the realization of Napo- 
leon's dream that within fifty years Europe 
would be either Republican or Cossack, with 
a huge probability that the Cossack would 
speedily be in possession of Turkey, and 
become the dictator of her various depend- 
encies.

It Is expected that this wonderful cc 
lection will throw much ght upon the 
ancient nation which Pizarro destroyed 
and enable a much more mplete his- 
tory than now exists to be written. 

From relics found in a pack of later 
date proof is furnished that the custom 
of mummifying, continued after the in- 
vasion of the Spaniar¢ Wrapped ina 
large handkerchief were brass pins 
stuck In papers, a brass thimble, a mass 
of yarn, and a copy of a papal bull is- 

by Pope , bearing 
the date of 1578. granting certain in- 
dulgences to the aniards, 

One unfortunate mummy was a wo- 
man with a lasso drawn tightly around 
her neck and the rope coiled about her 
body. The tragic fate of this poor wo- 
man at the hands of the conquering ad- 
venturers is a subject for Imagination. 

The richest part of Mr, Bandeller’s 
discoveries is the wonderful col! 
of gold, silver and bronze ornaments, 
and of pottery, ‘The ruins of Pachaca- 
mac alone ylelded 500 pleces of beautiful 
and grotesque pottery. Much more was 
discovered in the ruins of Chimbote, 
Chepen, Chimu and Chanchan, Drink- 
ing cups, water jugs, vases and orna- 
ments in great numbers are stored 
away In the museum. 

Gold was used in laVish profusion for 
head and dr ornaments, Sheets of 
the yellow metal, beaten as thin as pa- 
per, were found sewed around the edges

of dresses, and bands of gold were used 
to bind the hair, Bangles, bracelets 
and glittering ornaments of every kind 
fill many cases in the museum 

The rujns at Surco furnished many 
rolls of straw matting, of better quality 
than that made to-day, and in good 
condition after hundreds of years of 
burlal. Of bronze and wood work num- 
€rous specimens have been found. A 
pair of heavy wooden dumb bells shows 
that the Peruvians went in for physical 
training of the modern style. Every 
kind of workmanship bears evidence of 
a race of remarkable intelligence and 
enlightenment. 

“There 1s no room in the museum to 
display th treasures,” said Mr. Sa- 
ville. ‘As the building is extended, 
however, we hope to place them all be- 
fore the public. When Mr. Bandelier 
finishes his labors the collection will ex- 
ceed anything of Its kind, and be of 
Great value to science.”

BURNING DESIGNS ON GLASS, 


Until very recently, 
“poker work” was applic 
with any degree of success, 
smoke from the birning wood irritates 
the eyes and inflames the throat, which 
is a great drawback to its popularity as 
a pastimé, Now, however, glass has 
beon taken as a foundation for pyro- 
graphy, and its freedom from the dis. 
advantages possessed by wood will do 
much to advance it in favor, Thero is 
no smoke and no smell; and no trouble 
in drawing the design on the glass, It 
is apparent that a point used to make an 
impression on glass must be consider- 
ably hotter than one required to burn 
a deal n on wood, and a special point 
is sold for this purpose, It would be 
hardly possible (without great trouble at 
least) to heat the points to the necessary 
degree without the aid of one of the 
little machines designed for pyrography, 
which comprises a bottle of benzine with 
tubes, bellows and point, Even armed 
with one of these contrivances, there is 
somo difficulty in getting the benzine of 
a sufficiently pure quality to do its work 
wo! To remedy this difficulty a little 
device is now sold, to be attached to the 
neck of the bottle of benzine, and which 
connects it with the tubes in the usual 
way. By means of a tap fixed to this 
connection, an additional supply of air 
can be had when required, The platinum 
point when used for glass should be 
Deourly at white heat, 


APPLICATION OF THE DESIGN, 


A writer in Cassell’s Magazine says 
that the design chosen should be clearly 
drawn with a fine pen on white paper, 
so that when placed under the glass the 
lines may be plainly seen. The glass 
upon which the etching is dono must 
be clean, dry and free from grease be- 
fore beginning operations, and after that 
itshould be frequently polished with 
leather, In selecting the glass care 
should be taken that it is of good qual- 
ity and free from flaws, and that it is 
at least an iuch larger all around than 
the design to be reproduced upon it. 
Tho reason for this is that if the point is 
brought too near the edge the heat may 
cause it to crack. 


FROSTED EFFECTS, 


The effect of the heat is to trace the 
outlines in frosted glass, as 1t were, upon 
the transparent foundation. Hence 
there is no trouble in shading or varying 
the strokes beyond the ordinary outlin- 
ing and stipplipg. A decided and regu- 
lar pressure is required to get a cléar 
youl the heat being kept uniform 

by the steady working of the bellows 

with the lefthand. If tho frosted ef- 
fect is not sufficiently clear it may be 
helped by taking the blade of a sharp 
knife and scraping the work rather vig- 
orously with it, ey aT of glass 
which produce the frosted effects are 
thus removed and the design will ap, 
in fine, even lines, not unlike engrave 
glass. For this reason the work is woll 
suited for execution upon tableware of 
any kind. Family crests or coat-of-arms 
are partioularly successful for work of 
this character. The advice given us to 
carrying tle design too near the edge

Joln Brown's son and Lieutenant Ste- 
vens held the Shenandoah span. Thomp- 
son was captured and held a prisoner in 
the old brick hotel (not now standing), 
while Stevens and Brown were routed 
from their positions and driven towards 
the armory. When near the Galt house 
they were fired upon by citizens con- 
canled in the building. Young Brown 
was shot through the body, but succeed- 
edin reaching the armory, when he 
called to his friends, ‘‘They have shot 
me,” but immediately reloaded, and,see- 
ing Ezra Beckham, mayor of the village 
and railroad agent. a popular and inof- 
fensive man, shot him dead on the tres- 
tle, He soon after expired from his own 
wound. The citizens, learning of the 
death of Beckham, cried, ‘Blood for 
blood,” and promptly avenged the deed 
by hurrying Thompson to the bridge, 
where he was shot and thrown into the 
Potomac, ovens was saved and taken

My views on this subject aro 
fully set forth in my first report on the 
Intercolonin! Railway, published ix the 
spring of 1865. They are likewise ap- 
pended to my history of the Intercolonial 
Railway, published by Dawson Bros. in 
1876. 

“TI may say that my thoughts were 
first directed to Newfoundland in 1868, 
when I crossed the Atlantic on’ board 
the Great Eastern, ond found that al- 
though the passage between Liverpool 
and New York occupied 12 days, that 
Sreat ship rou with case from land to 
lnnd in five ond three-quarter days. 
When f became chief engineer of tho 
Intercolonial the same year I formed 
the uion that the matter was worth 
looking into, Aa I havo said, I re- 
ferred to it in my official report to the 
Government in 1865, and two or three 
Years later T instituted, on my own 
responsibility and cost, au examination 
of the Island, 

“In 1867-68 I despatched an ¢ 
Mr. Walter Bellairs, to make the oxam- 
ination, Mr. Bellaira waa about the 
first civilized man to pierce the interior 
and to cross Newfoundland from the ex- 
treme east to the extreme west. About 
the time the examination was made I 
crossed the Atlantic thoroughly imbued 
with the idea of a great inter-continental 
communication with a ateam ferry across 
the narrowest part of the Atlantic. I 
Visited ship builders and naval architects 
on the Clyde,in Manchester and elsewhere 
and satisfied myself that steam vessela 
of greatly improved speed and comfort 
could be constructed so that the ocean 
passage could be reduced to four days. 
Since that date the speed of steamers 
has been so much increased that the 
short passage could, indeed, be made in 
little more than three days. I likewise 
visited Valencia and other points on the 
west coast of Ireland to gain a know- 
ledge of the best harbors to be used in 
connection with the Newfoundland pro- 
ject. Having discovered that there were 
Possible difficulties in connection with 
the French treaty claims on the weat 
coast of Inland, I determined to pro-

ceed to France to seck an au- 
dieuce with Napoleon IL, and 
lay the whole project before him. 


While iu London, however, taking steps In 
the proper quarter to obtain an audience 
at the French Court, I waa dissuaded 
from carrying out my intentions, I was 
informed that it was a matter within 
the domain of diplomacy, and that gen- 
tlemen of the diplomatic service could 
succeed where I would fail.

Oanada, 
Scientific American, March 23, 1895, 


For years the Provinces and Federal 
Government of Canada have been taking an 
active interest in the improvement of 
agricultural methods throughout the 
Provinces, and at present the equipments 
of their so-called ** Experimental Farms” 

ery complete and efficie The 
Central Experimental Fa situated near 
Ottawa, comprises some ) acres of land 
and a complete outfit of buildings and the 
necessary machinery, The buildings are 
especially fitted up for cattle, horses, pigs 
and poultry, and all of these well stocked, 
There is also a dairy equipped with the 


mental work. The farm also includes a 
seed testing and propagating house and a 
conservatory, Besides this central station 
there are cleyen Experimental Farms 
Situated in other parts of Canada, and 
these carry on experiments in agriculture,

COQUETRY IN A HAND. 

There is just as much coquetry ina 
hand as there is in a fan, and it is much 
more telling, because it is human. The 
day may yet come when my lady can 
flash the music and sentiment of De 
Musset from her finger tips. No such 
diversion is mine. Itis business with 
me, and yet a business not mixed with 
acertain sentiment, for Iam the crea-

I have sometimes given fifteen hours 
a day practice to the hands alono, Es- 
pecially when cold attacks the muscles 
of the wrist this is made absolutely 
necessary. Of course, to a person in 
private life this would not be essential ;

With the adaptability of the hands 
and arms comes the training of tho 
body in concord of action. It may be 
of interest to know that itis contrary 
toa fixed rule—and an excellent one, 
too—to cross the body with either of the 
arms. It has been dono in some rare 
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horticulture and arboriculture with much 
profit, The several farms are situated so 
as to render them as helpful as possible to 
the most thickly populated districts, and 
in their ipments and general methods 
they resemble closely the Central Station. 
The staff of workers at the Central Ex- 
perimental Farm includes a director, an 
agriculturist, a horticulturist, a botanist, 
an entomologist anda chemist, There is 
also a poultry manager, a “foreman of 
forestry” and several assistants to assist 
the members of the staff. The work is 
varied in nature, and has todo with prac- 
tleally everything which relates to farming 
in Canada. The Baepee ney and merits of 
various varities of wheat are, for example, 
the subject of careful injuiry. 

Experiments are also carried on to de- 
termine the vitality and purity of various 
agricultural seeds, and to investigate the 
nature of the diseases of plants and trees, 
and the cure for the ravages of insects, 
Various varioties of fertilizers are tes! to 
de! ine their comparative vulue with 
different soils and crops. The study of the 
care of the animals is also a very important 
interest and the value of different breeds of 
stock and thelr adaptability to various 
climates and other conditions are ully 
investigated. 

These stations also examine the scientific 
and economic sides of butter and cheese 
making. Experiments are also carried on 
to determine the best methods of planting 
and pruning trees for fruit raising or for 
shelter or timber. The information gained 
in all this work is carefully recorded and 
published for general distribution.

‘This, however, 
should not deter any amatour who do- 
sires to cultivate expression, Such a con- 
dition and liability are only acquired 
after years of incessant practice, and 
that would be far moro than any society 
woman would need, 

If the art of pantomime pure and sim- 
ple were applied to the parlor the result 
might bo startling, but I emphati 
cally hold that modified to such con 
ditions it is one of the necessities ot re. 
finement, 

For instance, in a mere technical 
sense, a volume could be written upon 
the method of smiling, and yet that is 
something so simple and natural that 
we nover give it a thought when 
aro moved by some quip or clover mot, 
or oven by tho spirit of coquotry that is

You might just as well prevent a rich 
man’s coachman hitching up ~ bis mas- 
ter’s team on the Sabbath; you might 
just as well prevent me from going to 
a livery stable and hiring a horse and 
buggy. with which to drive out into the 
country. If you will leave the wholo 
matter to the conscience of the people 
you will do far better than by trying 
to legislate people into heaven.” 

Mr, Bronson assured the House that 
the Government had no intention to 
legislnte people into religion; but they, 
did contend that it was their duty to 
see that unneceasary temptations wero 
not placed in the way of the people. 
The running of roads on Sunday would, 
he argued, give facilities for violation 
of the Lord’s Day and thus prove an 
injury to the morals of the community. 

Mr. Conmee poiuted out that the parks 
of Torovto were open on Sunday, and 
there was nothing to prevent persons 
hiring rigs and visiting them, He did 
not see why they should deprive the re- 
widents of a country town or village of 
the same privilege.

question of vital importance on which 
there was a greater amount of ignorance 
than the component parts of food, "It is 
better, in my opinion,” said Professor 
Robertson, ‘‘to put a boy ina way that 
he can get good bread and butter, than to 
sermonize him 365 days in the year. In 
this respect wo are deteriorating, and not 
progressing, Wo do not eat as good food 
as we did twenty years ago. Oatmeal,” he 
said, ‘‘was a greater moral force in the 
world than the Shorter Catechism, although 
he had nothing but the highest reverence 
for that little book. Oatmeal, too, was 
accountable for the skill of the Professors 
of Edinburgh Uniyersity; rice and raw 
fisli account for the success of the Japs in 
the present war, and to potatoes and but- 
termilk was due the fact that the Irish were, 
as they were said to be, cleverer than the 
Scotch.” 

But where does the Englishman come in? 
Ho eats the oatmeal of the Scotchman, the 
praties of the Irishman, the rice of the 
Japs, and his own roast beef, plum pud- 
ding and cheese, which he washes down 
with his native ale; and he holds his own 
with the best of them in all the varied walks 
of life. 

Prof. Robertson has made a grave omis- 
sion in failing to give a good strong pulf to 
cheese, and in neglecting to mention the 
Englishman, who is the greatest consumer 
of cheese, and everything else that is par- 
ticularly good—so his critics say. 


“MAN NEVER IS, BUT ALWAYS TO 
BE, BLEST.” 


Mr. Laurier now claims to be a free 
trader or to believe in ‘‘free trade as they 
have it in England.” And his friends are 
very indignant that reference should be 
made to the time when he was a Pro- 
tectionist and openly avowed himself on 
the floors of Parliament as a Protectionist. 
‘They say that he is a much older and wiser 
mannow than he was in 1876. But even 
admitting that he has not openly adyocat- 
éd Protection since 1876, it is very plain 
from his speeches that his conversion to 
free trade has been both recent and sud- 
den. For example, speaking at Oakville, 
Ont., in 1888 he said : 

“Unrestricted reciprocity will triumph

STORING THE CROP. 


The cabbages will be stored away 
roots down, The usual custom of bury- 
ing the heads in Now Jersey is that they 
become sealed up when frost is in the 
ground, and they then rot when the 
frost leaves, Last winter (a cold one) 
the cabbages were placed in a row, roots 
in the ground and heads out; then an- 
other row close to the first, and 60 on, 
the whole forming a compact mass of 
cabbages, which bed of cabbages was 
covered with six inches of salt hay, 
stalks placed on the hay and a fow 
boards (to shod water) placea on the 
stalks. When cabbages were wanted 
the hay was removed, the heads cut 
from the stalks and the hay replaced. 
They could be had at any time, and 
were always green and fresh-looking, 
Not one rotted, although they were 
fro: The hay prevented sudden 
thawing. When the cabbages were 
gone the hay was removed, and the 
stalks iprodiicad early greens. By this 
method the cabbage plant is kept over 
winter alive, as the sprouting of the 
stalks in the spring demonstrates, Cab- 
bage growers should try it,

A Cask of Claret Picked up While 


Rounding Cape Horn. 

City Physician Wheeler, of Portland, 
bas two bottles of claret of uncertain 
age and still more uncertain flavor, 
which he delights in offering to his 
friends, not because of the fine quality 
of the wine, but because it gives him a 
chance to tell again a story of the sea 
that is a little out ot the ordinary. ‘Tho 
claret is put in lime-bottles, suchas may 
be found aboard any long-voyage ves- 
sel, and, whilo its most pronounced 
flavor is-a cross between lime juice and 
salt water, there is stilla ‘‘smac n it 
that reminds one that it must have been 
at one time prime ‘‘stuff.” Dr, Wheeler 
was presented with the bottles by Capt, 
Dexter, of the British ship Samaritan, 
which recently left this port in cargo 
for Liverpool, and the captain told a 
writer for The Oregonian the following 
story of how he came by them : 

“In the fall of "73 we were bound from 
Liverpool to Shanghai in ballast, and 
was nearing the horn when a big storm 
overtook us, We hove to and drifted 
about 1,000 miles offshore. The storm 
was one of the worst I have even ex- 
perionced in twenty years of seafaring

WEALTH LEFT IN TRUST. 
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How Far Mas the State the Bight 
Interfere With Will 


How far the state has a right tointer- 
fere with the last will and testament of 
an individual is open to a good deal of 
doubt ; but the discussion of itis apt to 
become more and more animated as 
time goeson. Tho general legel theory 
is that a man’s possessions at the time of 
his death revert to the commonwealth, 
and that he has within certain limita- 
tions the right to indicate in what direc- 
tions bis property shall be divided. On 
the strength of this the creation of trusts 
to carry on great fortunes is likely to be 
first attacked. A great many of the 
very wealthy nowadays are apt to leave 
their fortunes in trust, the larger share 
being left to one child in preference to 
the rest.

“Cecil Rhodes of Africa” 
called, for he has made himself the fore- 
most man in the fifth grand division of 
the globe, Much of the Dark Continent 
still Hes undetermined and unorganized 
from a governmental point of view. A 
greater part of it, indeed, Is hardly be- 
yond the times of Livingstone, Stanley 
and Jephson. Its interlor {s still popu- 
lated by hostile and barbaric tribes. 

Thousands of acres of its superb farm- 
ing land are yet uncultivated. But Cape 
Colony, Matabeleland, Mashonaland 
and the region of Kimberley make the 
rose in the great African desert of bar- 
barism. It is the rose because Cecll 
Rhodes has made it flourish 

He first set his foot upon Cape Col- 

“ony land fifteen to elghteen years ago. 
The youngest son of an English gentle- 
man of some wealth, but of no private 
means of his own, an Oxford student 
who had broken down In his college 
course, because of pulmonary trouble,

he went to South Africa solely for the 
benefit of his health. It was then the 
era of diamond speculation in Kimber- 
ley, and the Cape had gone mad over 
the game. 

A veritable Monte Carlo of commerce 
was the rough little Kimberley Stock 
Exchange, where fortunes were made 
and lost within the twinkling of an 
eye. The fever seized the Invalid young 
Englishman, and with the few pounds 
In his pocket he went into speculation 
like a veteran. He plunged until old 
timers opened their eyes with nmaze- 
ment and prophesied utter ruin. 

Exactly the reverse came, however. 
Within a very brief space of time, not 
more than a quartet of years, Cecil 
Rhodes found simself the possessor, free 
and clear, of something more than 
£1,000,000, Here the first act of his bril- 
fiant career ended. Provided now with 
ample funds, he was ready to go to work 
steadily upon the ambitions which had 
been maturing in his mind for years. 
He started first to be the financial mag- 
nate of the Cape—this by an organiza- 
tion of a powerful gold mining and dia- 
mond syndicate, which soon assumed 
the proportions of a colossal monopoly= 
then he arranged to stand for Kimberley 
in the Cape Parliament; and was trium- 
phantly elected. 


RISE TO POLITICAL POWER. 


From this point his career began to 
map itself out along broad lines, Day 
by day he gained a more commanding 
influence among the members of the 
Cape Parliament. There is not an Enx- 
lish statesman of affairs now living, nor 
has there been one, who ever steered a 
prettier, more diplomatic course be- 
tween contending parties. The Cape 
Parliament had its Afrikander faction, 
opposed to British home domfpation 
and the progressive English clique. Ce- 
cil Rhodes made himself hand and glove 
with both of these. Soft and purring 
and quiet as a kitten while he was work- 
Ing his way in, once with the confidence 
of the Cape Parliament behind h)m he 
showed his claws and teeth like a full- 
grown cat. 

Definitely and positively did he assert 
that Cape Colony, #o far as he was con- 
cerned, should not be ruled by the “old 
stagera” of the British Foreign Office, 
men who knew absolutely nothing of the 
needs, the capacities and the people of 
this far-off province. It was a daring 
Stand to take, but, as events proved, the 
man was stronger than the central Brit- 
ish Government 

He was now widely known in England, 
and when Cape Colony unanimously 
choose him for Prime Minister, West- 
minster and Downing street interposed 
no objection. About the same time Sir 
Henry Loch was made Governor, and 
Invested with the title of British High 
Commissioner. It meant a xomewnat 
divided authority, but Cecil Rhodes 
knew how to bide his time. His vast 
schemes of South African territoria) 
unification were already beginning to 
bear fruit.

To Make Cotton Cloth Waterproof. 

A new and effective process for im- 
parting a waterproof quality to cotton 
cloth is thus described in The New York 
Sun, Dry the fabric thoroughly in 
dry heat and then spreading it lightly 
over asmooth surface. With a brush 
this is painted over witha thin coat of 
boiled.oil, which, after having become 
perfectly dry, is treated to a second coat 
—and a third if nécessary—plonty of 
time being allowed betweon each for the 
effect of the operation on the fabric to 
become perfect, After tho last coat has 
been applied, if the surface remains 
sticky, a mixture of one-fourth pound 
of shellac to a pint of water gently heat- 
ed until near the boiling point, adding 
to this a small quantity of liquid ammo- 
nia, is painted over the surface. For a 
yellow waterproof, yellow ochre is em- 
ployed, and for a black cloth lainpblack 
is found serviceable, The coloring mat- 
ter, itissaid, can be used in mixture 
with tho shellac, 


Electricity on the Farm, 

An interesting example of electricity 
as applied to farm work is now in opera- 
tion ata Scotch farm. The SECs of 
the usual farm machinery, such as 
thrashing, sowing, corn ‘thrashing, and 
tho like, is here driven by an olectric 
motor. The electricity is generated by 
water power, the turbine wheel which 
drives the dynamo being about 1000 
yards from the farm, The electric cur- 
rent is conveyed by underground wires 
to the house and farm, in each of which 
n storage battery is placed, These sup- 
ply the electric current for lighting and 
motive purposes when the machinery is 
not working. ‘The whole of the mansion 
is illuminated by electric light, and an 
electric motor is provided for pumping 
the water for domestic purposes.—Scion- 
tifio American, 


A Waterproof Preparation. 

A waterproof peepee for coating 
walls, paper and other fabrics aud water 
supply pipos is manufactured by dissoly- 
ing shellac or resin in methylated spirit 
with application of heat, To the par- 
tially cooled solution lead carbonate aud 
earbolic acid are added. 


An Electric Fire Eogine, 

An electric fire engine has been built 
by an engineer at St, Paul which is de- 
signed to utilize the electric currents of 
trolley railways. The engine is said to 
weigh less than half as much as a steam 
firo engine of the ordinary capacity, 
while its power may be readily increas- 
od to almost any extent. With an clec-

The INTeLuGcexcer’s report of the last 
meeting of the City Council contains the 


following 

Ald. Yeomans said in reply 
Wills, that the President of the Street 
Railway Company had told him that there 
was no likelihood of the road being built, 
owing to certain legislation which had been 
passed at the present Legislature, which 
made it much more expensive for strect 
railway companies. 

Having made careful inquiry into this 
matter, we are unable to find that any 
legislation was had at the recent wession of 
the Logislaturo which would warrant the 
statement made by the Presidont of the 
Street Railway Company to the Chairman 
of the Executive Committee. 

Tt is true that an Act respecting Elect- 
Tic Railways was passed by the Legislature, 
but that law in no wise affected the con- 
struction of an electric street railway in 
Belleville, as was contracted for last year. 

The Act (sec. 4, sub-section 6), provides 
that ‘this. Act shall not apply to an 

"electric railway ‘wholly constructed and 
‘operated within the limits of any city or 
“town, nor to any of such 
“line beyond such limits for a distance 
“not exceeding one and one-half miles. 

Thus, then, the Street Railway Company 
could not only build the line within the 
city’s limits, as contracted for, but could 
extend it as far as the cemetery, which is 
less than one mile and a half beyond the 
boundary of the corporation, without any 
interference from the legislation of the 
Ontario House. 

It would appear, on the face of the facts, 
that the explanation given by the Presi- 
dent of the Company does not explain, 

It must therefore be plain to the Presi- 
dent, as to every other citizen, that fur- 
ther explanation of the of 
his Company to build the road is 
necessary. If that is their final determi 
nation let them get out of the way and 
give others a chance,

The Baltic Ship Canal. 


Germany does well to make the for- 
mal opening of the great Baltic ship 
eanal next June a ceremonial affair of 
the first magnitude. When ships of the 
largest burden can pass by a protected 
short cut of sixty miles’ length from the 
North Sea to the Baltic, the ugli 
well as the oldest problem of 
European navigation will have 
solved. Incidentally, it will destroy

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BISMARCK ON HAPPINESS, 


He. Has Had Very Little of It—Emperor 
William Had Move. 

At Leipsic the other day Prince Dis- 
marck made a speech, in the course of 
which he said :— 

“In my long life I have rarely been 
happy. If I were to figure out the total 
of the rare moments of happiness that 
I have had, I would find perhaps in all 
about twenty-four hours. In politics I 
have never had time enough to be 
happy. I have always had to strug- 
gle, and when I was victorious, cares 
came with the victory, and I had to 
make the most of them, 

“In my private fe I have had mo- 
ments of happiness; first in my youth 
when I shot my first hare, and then 
afterwards when I became a farmer. 
I was also happy with my wife and 
children, But to know how to enjoy 
good fortune—a pecullar gift that my 
old master, the Emperor, possessed in 
a high degree—it is necessary to te both 
Phlegmatic and sanguine. I often had 
@ great deal of difficulty In bringing 
him to a resolution, but once formed, it 
was solid. You could build houses on 
it. .He placed truth above everything, 
and sometimes public affairs compelled 
us to remove ourselves a iittle from the 
truth. That was always hard for the 
old Emperor. But he was very happy, 
and yet, for all that, how unfortunate 
he was !" 

All of which goes to prove that, so 
far as Bismarck is concerned, notwith- 
standing his wonderful achievements, 
the game was wasn’t worth the powder.

Do Snakes Hear. 

The popular {dea that snakes are 
charmed by music and can be made to 
dance is entirely exploded by the inves- 
tigations of some of the most eminent 
naturalists.

“To make a good job, and prevent 
the pigs getting into the trough with 
their feet, strips of board threo to four 
inches wide should be nailed securely to 
the upright, two on ench side, extend- 
iy out as far as the sides of the trough, 
thus making four stalls for four pigs, 
while other four can feed at tho corn- 
ers. Water should be given in a sepa- 
rate trough.” Mr. Glennio adds : 
“This may not bo the best way to fed 
hogs, but I know of no better way to 
prevent waste," 

On this page is a cut we have had 
made from the above deser!ptions. 

Cut No. 2 represents another style of 
self-feeder much similar to those we 
have seen in use on the farms of Jas. 
Bray, Longburn; W Scott, Emer- 
son, and others. This feeder is made 
about four feet in length, and two and 
a-half feet wide on the bottom. The 
V sliaped box for holding the drop should 
be about two feot wide at top, and three 
feet deep. Small openings are made at 
the bottom to allow the chop to work out 





slowly as the pigsare feoding. The box 
can be made with or without cover as 
desired. It may be constructed of inch 
lumber, with the exception of the edge 
of the trough, anda piece at each end 
to nail the bottom to, which should be 
2x4 scantling. A board well-nailed on 
cach end of feeder as shown in the ac- 
companying cut, forms a strong and 
suflicient brace to hold hopper and 
trough together.—Farmers' Adyocate, 


Thawing Out Water Pipes by Elocctricity 

According to The, Electrical Review, 
London, an English householder has 
been making some, experiments lately 
in a new and important application of 
electricity to domestic use. Says Tho 
Review: ‘He, like many others, has 
suffered the inconyenience of having 
his gas and water service frozen during 
the late severe weather. It occurred to 
him that a resistance, suitably protect- 
ed, might be introduced into those pipes 
which were most oxposed and least easy 
of access with flame or hot water or 
other ordinary method of thawing. He 
had a special wire made, in which the 
current was conducted through a high- 
ly resistant metal, insulated with a fire- 
proof medium that was also a non-con- 
ductor of electricity. The whole was 
enclosed in a metal tube, which could 
be drawn down to make a compact wire 
or tube that was externally a conductor 
of heat, but not of electricity, thus pre- 
venting loss of current and electrolysis, 
'The results were most satisfactory. 
This ‘thermic’ wire was introduced into 
the waste pipe from a bath-room at the 
north side of his house, which entered a 
fall pipe some twenty feet from the 
ground, and which was casily frozen. 
On Saturday last the thermic wire was 
introduced from the outside, At night 
a small stream of water trickling down 
frozo, forming an icicle some 12 inches 
long and 14 inches thick, completely 
blocking the waste pips. The thermic 
wire having been previously connectec 
with the elvetric light circuit, at 50 volts 
pressure, when current wai turned on 
four amperes flowed through it; and in 
four minutes a complete thawing was 
offecte: and the waste service was

I would further suggest that the writ 
would edit a work on primary anatomy and 
physiology for the benefit of coroners and 
medical men who may’be called on to give 
their opinions in these matters.

LORD ROSKBERY ON PROHIBITION. 
h 


Lord Rosebery made an important spec 


in Glasgow, not long since, in which 
othor things, he pretty fully discussed the 
drink question. He went on to say that 

It is impossible to overestimate its 
importance. We know how much of crime 
and how much of all the evils of civilization 
are to be traced to drink, And there is this 
further danger in this question ; I it 
coming in that shape, nearer and nearer, 
that owing to the enormous influence 
wielded, directly and indirectly, by those 
who are concerned in ppboldiog the drink 
traffic, we are approaching a condition of 
things perilously near the-corruption of our 
political system. (Cheers.) Only the other 
day Sheriff Scott Moncrieff at Falkirk said 
at the open court that 90 per cent ofall the 
cases of crime that came before him were 
de » the influence of drink.’ 

Lord Rosebery gave another assurance 
that at the coming session the Government 
woald again introduce the Local Veto Bill, 
and would push it as far to its final passage 
as they found it practicable to do. Hoe also 
intimated that the bill might be a good deal 
more sweeping in its details than ‘the last 
one had been, and among other things 
might provide for the people voting on the 
reduetton of existing licenses as well as on 
their entire abolition. In some places ma 
jorities would go for large reductions! that 
might not go for their entire abolition, He 
also pointed out that any such measure 
must be a Government measure. He 
said : 

“If we are to gropple with this enormous 
question we will need all the force of a par 
liamentary majority, and all the time that 
a parliamentary session can give us.” 

would be an easy matter for a number 
of political opponents of a Government, 
elther in Great Britain or Canada, to get 
the support of a number of temperance 
supporters from the other side of the House 
on the principle of such a bill and yet to get 
a fatal stab from the same men regarding 
some of its details, or on some other ques- 
tion that may arise during its progress dur 
ing the session. Such would very probably 
be the case. Of course, in any such pre 
dicament the Government need not look 
for much aid and comfort from those in its 
own party who are opposed to any such 
temperance measure. It may be all very 
nice to talk about “an independent sup 
port" in some such important measure as 
this, but the men who have had much 
practical experience in Parliamentary and 
political warfare know what a slender reed 
any such dependence would likely prove.

897.25, upon 22,696 Jives, under 30;868 
policies. = 

The total income of the year was $2,- 
661,985.74. 

The year’e claims by deaths of as- 
sured and by payments to assurers 
under endowment policies which matur- 
ed during the year amounted to $651,- 
618.58, under $30 policies, upon 427 
lives, and after payment of theso and of 
all other outgoings, the assets of tho 
company were increased to $15,607,- 
723.49. ‘ 

As was pointed out five years ago, the 
gradual fall in the rate of interest ob- 
tainable upon satisfactory investments 
made {t prudent and desirable that a 
lower rate of interest should be assumed 
for the future than 4 1-2 per cent. upon 
which the legal reserves of life com- 
panies had been based, and to add to 
the safety aud security of the policy- 
holders the 4 1-2 per cent. basis had 
been changed by our company to a futuro 
assumption of 4 por cont. By that 
change the company has voluntarily in- 
creased the reserve for its policy- 
obligations oat the present timo 
from $12,233,399.46 to $18,075,777, 
thereby setting aside for the future

If you 
dig a pointed stick into the ground and 
shake the earth a little by moving it 
from side to side you will find dozens of 
worms hurry up to the surface at once, 
under the mistaken impression that the 
petty eartliquake is some mole’s doing. 

‘or the senses of earth worms are ex- 
tremely keen, and their perception of 
danger most acute and yivid. 

A person uvaccustomed to the ways of 
wornis might wonder that enough of 
them could be found in the compara- 
tively small tract of land which each 
mole taboos or occupies as his own to 
satisfy the needs of so yoracious a crea- 
ture, But, as a matter of fact, the worm 
population of England is something in- 
credibly high, to be numbered, no 
doubt, by millions of milllons, Every 
field on our downs is far more thickly 
populated underground than London is

So the | 
question whether Venus really does ro- 
tale on its axis once in 225 days, the 
period of its revolution around the sun, 
dorives un added intereat from the con- 
siderations that the planet possibly has 
inhabitants, 

The older observations indicated that 
Venus rotated in between twenty-three 
and twenty-four hours, giving it days 
and nights about equal to those of the 
earth. In order to settle the question it 
has recently been proposed to apply. the 
Spectroscope, Itis kuown that in the 
spectrum of celestial body which is 
rapidly approaching the earth the 
; Rpecn cscpD is lines are shift toward 

the blue, while in the spectrum of a fast 

retreating body the lines are shifted to- 
ward the red, 

The principle has been used in 
measuring the rate of the sun's rotation, 
‘The lines are shifted toward the blue on 
the eastern and toward the red on the | 
westorn edge of the suo and by measur- 
ing the awount of shifting the rate of 
rotation is found, It is easy to see 
that the same method may be applied to 
find out how fast Venus revolves on its 
axis,

evening star growing brighter and 
brighter in the sunset sky during the 
coming months will certainly be eager 
to hear the latest news from the astrono-

How Paper Car Wheels Are Made, 


On all the first-class passenger 
paper wheels are used, 


ter, between two steel plates one-fourth 
inch thick, belted together through one 
flange ou the iron hub and another on 
the steel tire, the flanges being on op- 
posite sides of the wheel,so that the core 
cannot get out of place. 

The paper used consists of good straw 
board. ‘The sheets of millboard are laid 
on a table in piles, and haye their up- 
per surfaces pusted by boys, with ordi- 
nary flour paste. They are piled in lots 
of thirteen, and an unpasted sheet ia 
put between the lots, so that the inass of 
paper readily falls ‘apart into slabs a 
quarter of an inch thick in the drying 
room after comivg from the hydraulic 
press. 

Several of these slabs are then pasted 
together, put under hydraulic pressure 
of 2,000 pounds to the square inch and 
dried for a week or so at a temperature 
of about 120 degrees Fahrenheit. ‘I 
is repeated until the resulting blocks 
contain 200 sheets of paper, the original 
ten inches in thickness of the paper as it 
came frv.n the mill being pressed into a 
thickness ¢f four inches, making it as 
hard as oak, 

Afterthe blocks are thoroughly sea- 
soned they are fuced and turned in 
lathes and forced by about 120 tons pres- 
sure into the steel tires, which are two 
inches thick and bored tapering one and 
one-half degrees, The hub is forced 
with a pressure of about thir 
is turned straight and three-sixteenths 
inches larger than the hole in the paper. 
The bolt holes are drilled and the bolts 
forced in by steam hammers. The life 
of one of those whiels is from 500,000 to 
800,000 miles; they are said to intercopt 
vibration, and so prevent granulation of 
the axles, otc, —Philadelphia ltem,

It Possesses Numerous Advantages Ovos 
the Common Salt Gencrally 
Used. 


Most farmers nowadays are conyine 
ed of the advisability of giving salt to 
their stock both in winter and summer, 
but they are not all agreed as to tho 
The ma- 
jority of them use ordinary salt, but a 
large and increasing number, having 
become convinced of the superiority of 
rock salt for that purpose, now will 
have no other. 

Rock salt possesses numerous adyan- 
tages over the common salt so generally 
used, When a lump of itis put in the 
man in tho winter time, it can be 
distinguished and left in when the man- 
ger is being cleaned out, and thus the 
animal has salt before it to lick when- 
inclined. When animals 
aro at pasture, it is best to puta large 
lump in one or more boxes in thu tiold. 
this way, the animals will come and 
lick it when feel the need of it, 
and as they cannot take too much,tivre 
is not the purging that accompanies 
looso salt, when, as so often happuns, 
animals take too much of it 

Rock salt is economical), too, and saves 
Jabor, It isnow sold very cheap, and 
that fact ought to influence all to buy 
it in preference to the ordinary salt. It 
saves labor because, when on or more 
lumps are distributed in the pasturefield, 
there need not be so many trips made 
thither with salt for the stock. A good 
sizod lump will last a good while. 

With the common salt, it is, in many 
instances, the rule to salt the cattle once 
a week, Sunday being very often the 
day selected. The stock at once 
themselves on it, and scour, in consu- 
quence, and it is nearly the end of tho 
week before they recoy from tho 
effects, which are visible in reduced fl sh 
and lesser milk production. Inaday or 
two more they got a fresh supply and 
tho same results onsue c 

With rock salt such a state of 
cannot happen.

‘Two or 
three minutes are sufficient to get it in

The New York reporter is a news get- 
ter pure and simple. His primary duty 
is to portray the life of the metropolis, 
or whatever phase of it he may be as- 
signed from day today, His avility to 
do this, as required in the American me- 
tropolis, means more than can be ex- 
pressed ina fow words, Scores of young 
men of superior education annually 
graduating from the American colloges 
turn to journalism as a pleasant and 
lucrative pursuit. It is so pleasant, they 
think, to be dined and wined and be re- 
ceived courteously atevery turn. While 
some are successful, many soon find out 
their mistake, for the profession las ite 
sours as well as its sweets, Tho result is 
that many of them soon leave it sadder

KEROSENE EMULSION 

For insects the kerosene emulsion Is 
mostly used. Shave one pound of hard 
soap In half a gallon of. boiling water 
and when the soap is dissolved remove 
the boiling water from the fire and add 
half a gallon of kerosene, churning 
briskly with the force pump of the 
Sprayer for fifteen minutes until the 
mixture has the appearance of thick 
cream. Kerosene will not mix with 
water, but will form an emulsion with 
soap, Now add slowly, stirring well, 
from ten to fifteen gallons of wuter, ac- 
cording to the strength desired. It 
keep any length of time, and destroys 
insects on trees and plants, as well as 
fleas, lice, ete,, and does not injure 
plants like unadulterated kerosene, be- 
ing also much cheaper. A gill of spirits 
of turpentine will improve the emulsion 
if added at the time of adding the kero- 
sene, An efficient sprayer should throw 
a fine, mist-like spray, and the spray 

ould spread over a large surface, so 
as to enable one to do the work quickly 
and thoroughly. 


NOW FOR GOOD POTPIES, 


A Baltimore Woman Has Invented a 


Much-Necded Crust Supporter. 


Many a good cook has failed of success 
in baking a potpic, or meat pie, as it is 
sometimes called, by reason of the vexa 
tious bebavior of the top crust. In pre- 
paring this savory and popular dish for 
the oven the pan is ined, bottom and 
sides, with the pastry, the required quan- 
tity of meat and vogatabies is put in 
and a top crust is laid over all. 

There is nothing to sustain this top 
crust, however, during the increase of 
temperature in baking and itofton sags 
down and becomes sonked with tho 
liquid in the pie, in which condition it 
persistently refuses to “brown” and the 
result is wholly unsatisfactory, 

This trouble is all done away with, 
however, by the inyention of a skeleton 
crust supporter, made of metal, which 
is adjusted on the top of the baking 
pan, The crust is laid on this supporter 
and it never fails to **brown" all over, 
for it cannot sag and come into direct 
contact with the filling of the pic. 

There are openings in the supporter, 
which allow the vapors from the cooking 


, meat and vegetables to ascend into the 


top crust and flavor it, so that the good 
qualities of the pie are in no way dimin- 
ished. In serving the pie, too, the sup- 
porter is of advantage. for the top crust 
inay be removed bodily and cut sopar- 
ately while the filled is being dished 
out.

Senator Boulton on the Schools. 

The debate on the addross was ro- 
sumed in tho Senate in the afternoon 
by Sevator Boulton.

should be Separate achools 
Manjtoba, but how far the Federal 
authorities have the right to interfere 
with provincial education, upon the ques- 
tion of education.

ducing the new gas from the calcium 
carbide, as the new mineral is called, in 
the form in which it is used for this pur- 
poso, A plece the size of a pea, it drop- 
ped intoa tumbler of water, will give 
off enough gas to be lighted repeatedly 
as it bubbles up to the surface, but a 
more effective experiment may be made 
with tho apparatus shown in this cut. 
An ordinary glass jar anda large- 
sized _lamp-chimney are used. In tho 
top of the chimney fit a cork, paraflin- 


ed aroun tho edge to make it fit tight-_ 


ly. Make a hole in the center of the 
cork, and in it insert a tube fitted with 
a Bas buruer, the smallest size obtain- 
able, 

Pass a piece of wire through the cork 
to onc side of the pipe, on which sus- 
pend a wire-gauze basket to hold the 
calcium carbide, The wire is bent at 
the top to give ita handle, and at the 
bottom to hold the basket. ~ 

To make the experiment, the sel 
chimney is placed in tho jar, water is 
poured in until it reaches to within an 
inch or two of the top, and a piece of the 
calcium carbide, about one-half the size 
of a walnut, is placed in the basket, 
which is drawn up pretty close to the 
cork. 

The cork is then placed in the top of 
the chimney and pressed down snug 
and tight, and the wire is worked slow- 
ly down until the basket becomes partly 
immersed in the water. The contact of 
the carbide with the water immediately 
causes an evolution of the gas, and tho 
pressure from the gas makes the level 
of the water sink. Ifthe cock be open, 
the gas and the air within the chimney 
begin to escape, and 4s soon as the odor 
from the gas becomes stronz,a match 
may be applied to the burner, 

As the gas is burned tho pressure will 
decrease, and the lovel of the water will 
rise in the chimney, thus bringing the 
basket, with the carbide in it, again in 
when more gas 
will be evolved, By this simple experi- 
ment 4 light may be obtained that will 
burn with great steadiness for about ten 
minutes. 


BALL BEARINGS FOR WAGONS. 


They are of Advantage Only When Per- 
feetly Clean. 


So much has been sald as to the eflici- 
ency or otherwise of ball bearings, tor 
Wagons a3 to give special value to Pro- 
fossor Sweet's remark recently in The 
Rural New Yorker, viz., that such bear- 
ings are successful only when the balls 
themselves are of the highest quality 
and the shells and axles are of the best 
steel, hardoned and ground to the high- 
est perfection, He says that the limit of 
crror in the best does not yary more 
than one-quarter of one-thousandth of an 
inch, or one-fourth the thickness of tis- 
sue paper, perfection of this kind being 
very costly, especially as tho least dirt 
destroys the whole gain, for if the 
balls are stopped by any impediment 
they are very soon ruined ; ist as such 
accurate work is not lik to be suit- 
ably protected or properly cared for in 
farm vehicles, it is questionable whether 
the faifures would not more than over- 
balance the advantages, ‘Then, too, in

Parallel Cases, 


The shooting of Li-Hung-Chang re- 
calls the attack on the Czarewltch, now 
Czar Nicholas IL, in May, 1891, while 
he was in Japan on his journey around 
the world. He was visiting Otsu, a 
place near Kioto, when a Japanese po- 
Iceman Tsuda Sanzo struck him with a 
sword inflfcting a cut on his forehead. 
‘The Czarewitch’s sun helmet broke the 
force of the blow, and Prince George of 
Greece, his travelling companion, felled 
the would-be a ssin with a heavy 
walking stick before the man could in- 
flict another wound, Various explana- 
tions of the attempted assassination 
were made. It was said that Sanzo was 
a half-crazy fanatic, who belonged to the 
Samural, noted for their hatred of for- 
eigners, and also that he was a Nihilist 
who had escaped from the island of 
Saghelien, belonging to Russia, and had 
succeeded in entering the Japanese po- 
lice vice. It was at first proposed 
to inflict the same penalty as if he had 
attacked a member of the Japanese Im- 
perial family—death—but as the Japan- 

se law contained no proyisions re- 
garding assaults on foreign princes, the 
Supreme court pronounced him guilty 
of ordinary assault with intent to kill, 
and sentenced him to imprisonment at 
hard labor for life. This will probably 
be the penalty in the presence instance, 
cases like that of the Czarewltch’s us- 
sallant, In which event Koyama would 
probably be put to death, since the vice- 
roy represents in his own person, ax en- 
voy, the power and dignity of his im- 
perial master,—New York Tribune. 


A ROUGH SHAVE. 


Tho Natives of Jamaica Use Broken Bot- 
thes for Razors. 


The natives of Jamaica have no need 
to buy soap, for the woods abound with 
plants whose Jeaves and buds supply 
very well the place of that indispens- 
able article, Among these ts the soap 
tree, so called, though it is more a bush 
than a tre Its bulb, when rubbed on 
wet clothes, makes a beautiful lather, 
which smells much like common brown 
noap.

About olghteen hundred and aixty-one 
Easter mornings have awakened 
earth, In France for thr 
the almanacs made the year 
Easter, until Charles IX. made the year 
begin at January Ist, In the Tower of 
London there Is a Royal payroll of 
ward I, on which there ia an entry of 
eighteen pence for four hundred color- 
ed and pictured Easter eggs, with which 
the people sported. In Russia slaves 
were fed and alma were distributed on 
Easter. 

Excelesiastical councils met at Pon- 

tus, at Gaul, at Rome, at Achala, to 
decide the particular day, and, after 
a controversy more animated than gra- 
clous, decided it, and now through all 
Christendom in some way, the firat 
Sunday after the full moon which hap- 
pens upon or next after March 21 1s 
filled with Easter rejoicing. The royal 
court of the SaSbbaths is made up of 
fifty-two. Fifty-one are princes in the 
royal household ; but Easter Is Queen, 
She wears a richer diadem, and sways 
nm more jewelled sceptre, and in her 
smile nations are irradiated. We wel- 
rome this queenly day, holding high up 
In br right hand the wrenched-off bolt 
of Christ’s sepulchre, and holding high 
up in her left hand the key to all the 
cemeteries in Christendom. 

My text fs an ejaculation. It is spun 
out of hallelujahs. Paul wrote right 
on in his argument about the resurrec- 
tion, and observed all the laws of logic ; 
but when he came to write the words

_the parchment on which he wrote took 
fire, and he cried out, “ Death Is swal- 
lowed up in victory!" It is a dreadful 
sight to see an army routed and flying. 
They scatter everything valuable on 
the track, Unwheeled artillery. Hoof 
of horse on breast of wounded and dy- 
Ing man. You have read of the French 
falling back from Sedan, or Napoleon's 
track of ninety thousand corpses in 
_ the snowy banks of Russia, or of the 
five kings tumbling over the rocks of 
2 Bethoram with their armies, while the 
hail-storms of heaven and the swords 
foshua’s hosts struck them with 

But in my text fs a worse 

“Giscomfiture. It seems that a black 
lant proposed to conquer the carth, 
He gathered for his host all the aches 

and pains and maladies and distempers 
ind epidemics of the ages, He march- 
¢d them down, drilling them in the 
‘North-east wind, amid the slush of tem- 
pests, He threw up barricades of 
_graye-mound. He pitched tent of char- 

Bel house, Some of the troops marched 

With slow tread, commanded by con-

_ czars drop under the feet of his war 
charger. 

But one Christmas night his antago- 
nist was born, As most of the plagues 
and sicknesses and despotisms came out 
Of the east, it was appropriate that the 
new conqueror should come out of the 
f#ame quarter. Power {fs given him to 
‘Bwaken all the fallen of all the cen- 
turies and of all lands, and marshal 
them against the black giant, Fields 
have already been won, but the last 
day will see the decisive battle. When 

hrist shall lead forth his two brigades, 
the brigade of the risen dead and the 
brigade of the celestial host, the black 
Rlant will fall back, and the brigade 
from the riven sepulchres will take him 

‘from beneath, and the brigade of de- 
ascending immortals will take him from 
above, and “death shall be swallowed 
up in victory.”

He 
simulates friondghip, fawns and flatters, 
and becomes in the end a thorough 
hypocrite, Somotimos asa part of his 
hypocrisy he simulates o hearty manner 
and an appearance of frankness only 
that ho may be able better to conceal 
his real lack of insincerity. Contrast 
with such « charactor the sincero man, 
earnest of purpose, pure of heart, truth 
ful in speech, frank in his manner, hon- 
est and justin mind and intention. It 
is such men that the world honors, even 
though they may, as they vory often do,

or fouc days. Then this bacillu 
41, which had been cultivated 
the — bacteriological laboratory 
of Wesleyan University, was inoculated 
into the milk and for two days was al 
lowed to develop. ‘The large creamery 
at Cromwell was then visited and six to 
elglt quarts of cream were put into : 
metal vessel and ‘Pasateurized Tho 
cream was then heated to 158 degrees 
Fahrenheit, and left for 10 minute 
The vessel. was removed and cooled 
quickly by means of cold water, and 
when the temperature had dropped to 
80 dexrees bacillus No. 41 was poured 
jn and the mixture stirred thoroughly. 
‘The vessel was then covered and put 
into the ripening room. After a couple 
of days the cream was churned and the 
buttermilk remaining was set aside for 
future use. These six quarts were ripen 

for the pury of increasing tho | 
number of bacteria and securing a 
strong culture for use iy the largo 
cream vat of the creamery, ‘The but- 
termilk was then inoculated into the | 
day's cream supply and this cream al 
Jowed to ripen in regular time, at a 
warm temperature, and churned as 
usual. Before churning a quantity was 
sot aside to use for inoculation in the 
next day's supply, and in this manner 
continued indotii y. 

The effect was always uniform. The 
first six quarts of cream produced moder 
atoly good butter, but not quite of the 
flavor wanted, The firstlarge churning 
was a& trifle better, aud each day's pro- 
duct was an improvement. A delicate 
flavor also btraloned? which seemed to 
deteriorate after two or threo weeks. 
This deterioration was remedied by a 
fresh inoculation from the laboratory. 
‘Two vats of cream, from which June but 
ter was made, were taken. Onv quality 
was inoculated and the other was not. 
The butter produced by each was of a 
high quyality, but that which had been 
inoculated with bacillus No. 41 had an 
aroma stronger and more pleasant than 
that without. It was also superior both 
in taste and odor. One lot was sent toa 
Mr. Beck, in Massachusetts, who makes 
the highest grade of butter, and who 
commands a very high price in tho Bos- 
ton market. Mr, Beck used thy culture 
and reported a decided improvement, 
Tt is the purpose of Professor Coun to 
introduce this inoculation process in all 
the large creameries in the United States 
within the next year.

New Food supply. 


Tho Rural New Yorker is responsible 
for the following rather startling sug- 
gestions: 

Years ago, Malthus argued that the 
permission ofthe world was bound to 

nerease so rapidly that food supplies 
could not keep pace with it, so that 
mankind would be in danger of perish- 
ing trom starvation. Farmers of to-day 
do not see the immediate danger of this 
dismal outcome, With the opening of 
new lands, and improved mothods of 
culture,the supplies of human food have 
been vastly increased, and the possibili- 
ties of yet further increase are almost 
beyond conception. Irrigation alone 
offers a means of nearly doubling the 
grain crop of this country and there are 
yast reserve supplies of moat food for 
humans. _ A few weeks ago, a party of 
scientific mon in Newark, N.J.. par- 
took of a dinner of horse flesh and pro- 
nounced it superior to beef. In the 
European citics, horse flesh is a 
regular article of sale ft tho mar- 
kets, and is readily eaten. Another 
thing that we know little about in 
this country is rabbit culture. It 
is said that the London market con- 
sumes 500,000 rabbits each week, Bel- 
(ae earns $12,000,000 a year from rab- 
bits, and France $80,000,000!

A few poultrymen are al- 
ready using a rabbit pen to supply meat 
for their fowls.

made through the magazines, which ave 
not only the best means of living, but of 
-outliving, with the author; they are both 
bread and famw to him, If I insista 
little upon the high office which this 
modern form of publication fulfills 
in the literary world, it is because I am 
impatient of the antiquated aud ignor- 
ant prejudice which classes the maga- 
zines as ephomeral. They are ephomer- 
alin form, but in substance they are not 
ephemeral, and what is best in them 
awaits its resurrection in the book, 
which, as the first form, is so often a 
Jasting death.

INFLUENCES OF MATURITY 





There isa rapid increase in the yield 
of dry matter as the crop approach: 
maturity, and the digestibility of thi 
dry matterapperrs to slightly incroaee 
rather than deeresse (which is tho case 
With most other ¢rops), the yield of total 
digestible food being three tines 
great as that of the same variety 
silking stage, and 36 per cent. 
than When the ears were in the glazing 
stage. These results seem to differ from 
those of others who have heretofore ad- 
yocated cutting the corn just when the 
ears are glazing, and demonstrate that 
it is to the advantage of farmers to 
allow the forage corn to fully mature. 
Thick seeding in these experiments also 
produces in every 
yield of both dry matter and digestible 
food, but tle digestibility of the food 
seemed to be governed more by the 
maturity of the crops than by the rate of 
feeding.

inches in length, a few plates of glass 
and several stencils mado of card- 
board or brass, ‘The box is arranged 
fo that tho back cover may be taken 
off, and has Jittle grooves near one of 
the ends to admit the glass plates or 
stencils at the open end. —Bestdes, it is 
very advantageous to adjust the box in 
such a way that all the sides may be 
ut in or taken out to suit emergencies. 
Fhe edges of the cover are bordered 


~~ with chamols leather to prevent the cor- 


undum from falling out, as in the open 
box which is shown in cut1, Tho glass 
to be engraved is carefully cloaned and 
polished with chalk, so that a sharp en- 
graving may be obtained. Tho design 
selected is first cut out in heavy linen 
paper and pasted with good cement 
upon the glass surface, ‘The operator 
should be careful that the Papas sten- 
cil is strongly glued in all parts of 
the glass; any loose corner or edge 
aa be straightened out with a 
moist sponge and the glass should

be kept clear of dirt ; as, otherwise, the 
lines of the engraying would not come 
out sharply. hen the paper stencil 
has thoroughly dried upon the glass 
surface to be engraved, it is fastened in 
the box described above, the covers are 
closed down tightly and the entire ar- 
rangement is then well shaken for somo 
time in all directions. The corundum 
forces its way into tho leaden shot, giy- 
ing the Jattor a rough surface. ho 
coruridum being partially embedded 


_ into the shot, works upon tho glass sur-

hand away and the calf quickly learns 
that its food is in the pail and not in the

hand, A calf will learn in from one to 
four lessons according to its intelli 
Ronco, 


Scarcely any two calves will do 
equally well on the samo amount of 
food. Tako two of the samo breed 
ono will thrive on five quarts ata feed 
while the other cannot digest more than 
half as much, Experience will teach 
the amount each should have When 
this is learned, measure cach call’s 
ration and ayold sudden changes in 
amount. When two weeks old begin 
to gradually change the ration from 
whole milk to skimmilk. At the samo 
time add a little shelled corn and wheat 
bran. Stick a bunch of fine mixed hay 
where the calf can reach it and sce how 
soon it will learn to eat it. Tho bran, 
corn and hay are necessary (o restore 
the skimmilk to tho nutritive ratio of 
whole milk. Tho nutritive ratio of 
milk is ove of flesh-and-tissue-forming: 
to four of heat-producing properties. 
Fat and sugar aro tho principal heat. 
producing elements inmilk, 4 hese are 
takon off with the cream, leaving skim- 
milk a narrower or colder ration than 
nature provided. To this narrow ration 
many acd oil meal with a nutritive ratio 
of 1:14, making a very cold ration, Is 
it any wonder that so many calves die 
of scours when robbed in this way of 
the heat producing elements absolutely 
necessary to life? 

The nutritive ratio of wheat bran is 
the same as that ot milk, while those of 
corn and hay are enough wider to re- 
store skimmilk to the ratio of wholo 
milk. Tho calf will soon learn to eat 
the corn and bran dry from a trough 
and pick the hay from a manger, 
When a month old give no more whole 
milk, It will grow well on its new 
ration, Warm allit drinks to a tompera- 
ture of 9" F, Gradually increase tho 
other feed as soon as the calf has learn- 
ed to eat it and it will not hurt to con- 
tinue warming its drink until spring 
pasture comes, With a feed of bran 
once a day and good pasture let it grow 
until winter comes again. Feed it a 
balanced ration in winter and good 
grass in summer until it becomes a cow, 
—American Agriculturist. 


ALIGNMENT OF ROADS. 








Permancnt Highways Should Confer the 
Most Good on the Largest Number, 


No work looking to permanency should 
under any circumstances be dono upon 
existing roads until the same have been 
nowly aligned with duo reference to 
grades, distances and drainage, straight- 
oning them where deemed necessity, etc. 
This might probably lead to some trou- 
ble because of the opposition of citizens 
along the roads whose direction it is 
povacnss to change. They of course 
have certain rights which the proper 
authorities mould be bound to consider 
before ordering the change, but even if 
small amounts for damages should ‘ba 
incurred occasionally it is immeasurably 
better that tho alignment should be most 
advantageously made, rather than that 
by reason of a bad location a constant 
tax be levied upon every traveler upon 
the road for all future time. 

Roads once located and improved be- 
come toa degree permanent, and with 
every passing year become the more so 
by reason of residences and improve- 
ments that will certainly follow a good 
highway, Radical changes of la sec- 
tions of existing ronds will seldom be 
needed and minor changes can be effect- 
ed without undue cost. 








A Sheltered Dast Bath For Fowls. 


All chickens seom to thoroughly enjoy 
a dust bath, and its use undoubtedly fs 
a bonefit to their plumage, besides rid- 
ding them oflice. But if the plumage 
is to be kept clean and bright, especi ily 
on white varicties, it is essential that 
the dusting placo be kept absolutly dry, 
4s otherwise it will soil the plumage and 
the fine birdin which you may pride 
yourself will look very din, Tho

“WOMEN IN SIAM. 


They De the Work While Their Lords 
Hunt, Fish and Steal 

“The social condition of women in 

Slam,” says a recent writer of that 

country, ‘Js not to be approved, Neith- 

er Burmese nor Siamese men take kind- 

ly to work of any sort. They will hunt, 





fish or steal, and a few may engage in 
Some light clerical occupation in a de- 
sultory way, but they are too lazy for 
any honest labor. I don’t think I over 
saw a Burmese man at any kind of 
work. Chinese coolles and Tarnil men, 
or Kings of South India, are the labor- 
ers among them, 

“Naturally, poverty goes with lazi- 
ness, They are very poor—that ts, the 
mass of the people. And poverty al- 
ways falls hardest on the womon. They 
have to work and do anything they 
can to get food for themselves and their 
families, 

“There are no hotels in Siam, but the 
traveller will always find an empty 
house that he can rent for almost noth- 
ing. and within a couple of hours after 
he takes possession he will have be- 
fore him a dozen mothers in cager com. 
petition, offering to sell him their 
daughters for wives. He may buy as 
many as he cares to pay about $5 each 
for. His little Siamese wife will keep 
his house in order, do his marketing— 
and be economical about it, too—and, 
from a financial point of view, is a good 
investment And she seems content and 
happy. When he goes away, after a 
day, a month or a year, he makes her 
a present—she does not expect more 
than $5—says ‘good-bye,’ and that Is 
thelr divorce. 

“In brilliant contrast with the re 
yolting laziness of the Burinese and 
Slame is the manly energy of the 
Nepaul the finest men In India’s 
common people. They grow wheat, rice 
and other staples, but their country is 
1,500 miles from a market all they

How to Atr a Cellar. 


A groat mistake is sometimes mado 
in ventilating cellers and milkhouses, 
The objcet of ventilation is to keep the 
collars cool and dry, but this object often 
fails of being accomplished by a com- 
mon mistake, and instead the cellar is 
made both warm and damp, according 
to The National Builder. A cool place 
should never be ventilated unless tho air 
admitted is cooler than tho air within, 
or is at least as cool as that or a very lit. 
tlo warmer. Tho warmer the air tho 
more moisture it holds in suspension. 
Necorsarily the cooler the air the moro 
this moisture ts condonsed and precipi- 
tated. When a cool collar is aired on a 
warm day, the entering air, being in 
motion, appears cool, butas it fills the 
collar the coolor air with which it be- 
comes mixed chills it, the moisture is 
condensed, and dew is deposited on the 
cold walls, and may often be seen run- 
ning down them in streams, Then the 
collar is damp, &nd soon becomes 
muddy To avoid this the windows 
hould only be opened at night, and 
lato tho last thing before retiring. 
There is no need to fear that the night 
air is unhealthtul. It is as pure as tho 
air of midday, and is really drier, ‘Tho 
cool alr enters the apartment during 
the night and circulates throughout. A 
collar may often be thoroughly dried by 
placing in ita pock of fresh limo in an 

A pock of limo will absorb 
about seven pounds, or moro throo 
quarts of water, and in this way a cellar 
or milkhouso may seon be dried,

Now, 
however, we wish to combine the two, 
and combine them far more offectively 
than over their distinct elements have 
heretofore beon rendered by separate 
instruments. : 

“Thus, if one wished to hear and see 
the concert or the opera, it would only 
be necessary to sit down at home, look 
upon a screon and see the performance, 
reproduced exactly in every movement 
and at the same time the voicés of the

‘Does it mako any differencs of what

“At present, yes, In time, however, 
it willnot. Tho reproductions of such 
sights and sounds as those enacted in 
the opening of Congress would be very 
easy. The spectator could sit down in 
his drawing-room or office aud lave the 
whole scene enacted in front of him. 
Nor would any special apariunent or 
any particular preparation be neces- 
sary. But, with a grand opera, it would 
be more difficult, One must exercise 
rreat caro in securing the onsemblo. 
here are myriads of dotails connected 
with tho tones, the gestures, the dress, 
the colors, the light, and such like. It 
ig propped to give these with scrupu 
lous fidelity. Hence the temporiury 
cessation of fre reas. Although we 
could give all these impressions with 
comparative exactuess, it is intended to 
bo pertectly faithful to the orizinal. It 
never docs to iver pelrale a half per- 
formance, It is disappointing aud apt 
to shake confidence in an invention, 
For myself, Lhave no doubt whatuver

NEWS OF THE SCIENCES. 


Electricity Made From a Windmill Lights 
& House im Dixyille, Que, 

Our readers will remember a para- 
graph in the last two numbers referring 
toan experiment at Dixville, Que., in 
deriving electric light fronr a wind 
wheel. A representative from The Cana- 
dian Engineer has sco bad the ploasure 
of visiting the only electric light plant in 
Canada deriving its motive power from 
the wind. In this litde village Eugene 
Baldwin, an amateur electrician, has 
put about twenty 16 candle-power incan- 
descent lanps into his residence at Dix- 
ville, Que., which ho is going to light 
with slorage batteries, manufactured by 
hiniself, aud so arranged and connecte 
with ac no and wind wheel that the 

bole arrangement will work automati- 
cally. 

<ca short distance from his dwelling 
lie hus erected a tower fifty-eight feet 
high. Upon this tower isa sixteen-foot 
galvanized steel wind wheel which is 
connected by a vertical shafe to the 
machinery below. In tho base of the 
tower there is a roow fourteen 
square in which are tho dynamo, regul 
tors, automatic switches and other acce 
sories, The dynamo was also built b 
Mr. Baldwin and isa one-thousand Watt 
machine, swith certain improvemonts 
which make it more suitable for ite 
special work, 

Connected with the counter shaft is a 
roxulator which keeps the electric poten- 
alata uniform voltage, Thero is, in 
addition to this, an electro-magnetic 
switch that opens and closes the circuit 
of the charging current whevoyer the 
potential of the dynamo, in stopping, 
falls below the voltage of the accumula- 
tors, or rises above it in starting. 

The wind wheel gives more power in 
an ordinary wind thin is required to 
run « dynamo (for it will run ii a very 
light breeze), and stores more energy 
than the lamps require, therefore Mr, 
Baldwin contemplates putting into his 
liouse one of the electric cooking stoves 
recently exbibitod at the World's Fair, 

The storage batteries referred to are 
designed to lay up a,supply of eledtricity 
sufliciont tolight Ube lamps for three or 
four evenings, in caso of a Inck of wind 
for motive power, 

Tho projector aud proprietor of this 
new enterprise la quite & young man, 
and for bis opportunities has acquired a 
practical and very remarkable interdst 
in olectricity, and this obiefly through 
roading and digesting the articles in the 
technical papers and whatever books he 
has been able to procure on the subject.

The gold-standard countries are, in Eu 
rope: Great Britain, Germany, Portugal, 
Sweden, Norway, Denmark, Turkey, Aus 
tro-Hungary, Finland, and Roumania, 
These comprise less than one-seventh the 
Population of the globe, but possess throo 
sevenths of the monetary stock of the 
World. All of these countries coin silver as 
A subsidiary motal, but only in Germany, 
Austro-Hungary, ‘Turkey and Roumania 
does it circulate as logal tender. These 

+ countrics still have stocks which wero loft 
over whon the gold standard was adoy Ik 
Altogether, they have 536,000,000 of wil 
Ver in use, against $1,475,000,000 of gold 

Great Britain has $607,000,000 gold to 
$112,000,000 silver; Germany, 862: 
000 gold to $225,000,000 silver; 
Hungary, $13,000,000 gold to $121,000, 
010 silver; and Turkey, $50,000,000 
gold to $10,000,000 silver.

MOTIVE FOR THE DERD. 
Avarice is the only motive that can be as 
signed for the deed. For that he secured 
divorce from the woman he said he loved 
and in all the other affairs of life showed 
that he loved. For that he married the 
keeper of an assignation-house, a woman 
twenty years his senior, who was so far be 
neath him in intellect and education that 
they could have had nothing in common. 
For that he poisoned her, And then he 
hurried back to his first wife and was again 
married to her so quickly that it aroused 
suspicion, and his arrest and conviction fo 
lowed. Taken allin all, the men who pr 
secuted the cas med justified in holdi: 
that for cool, calculaty cunning anu 
methodical execution the crime has hardly 
a parallel in history. : : 

Dr. Buchanan was born in Nova Scot 
Oct. 17, 1852, and came to New York i 
1886, There he began a life that makes th 
tale of “Dr, Jekyll and Mr. Hyde” secu 
tame by comparison. In one circle of ac 
quaintances he was areputable, industriou 
physician, and nothing else; in another he 
was u jolly roystering fellow, free with his 
money, & good companion, but stil! a 
gentleman in his bearing and manners ; i 
another he was a reckless, dissipated a 
depraved scoundrel, whose’ tastes were lo 
and whose ruling passion was avarice. I 
lived three lives, as Dr. Jekyll lived two 





and his companions in each one knew hi 
only in that until his case eame up in cov 
and he was there exposed. 

The first step toward his great crime w 
taken in 1809, When he had came to Ne 

fork four years before he had brought hb: 
wife with him, and during their residence 
there he had appeared devoted to her. Bi 
in 1809 he applied for and_ secured a divor 
from her, together with the custody of the 
six-year-old child. If he had not plann 
the crime, at least in a general way, at th 
time appearances are very much agai 
him, for in November of that year he sec.
